There are some careless farmers gnd

to dq so in order to protect the farms of their more carefsl and vigilant 
neighbors, The experience in other prairie farming countries has been 
that an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure, and that the best 
way to prevent the spread of weeds is to prevent them from growing. 
The old method of pulling the weeds up by the roots is effective, but is 
laborious work, whilo that of cutting them is easier, but leayes the root: 
in the ground to grow again. A few years ago if you had told a farmer 
that by going over his grain fields with a modern traction spaying 
machine he could eliminate practleally every weed with which they wer 
infested, would 


and leave the growing grain benefited and unhurt, he 


have laughed at you, Yet modern invention and discovery has proved 


this a success, and it is only a matter of time until spraymyg will 1h 
adopted as one of the essentials of successful grain raising. 

A writer fn a reeent issue of The Irrigation Age, tells the story of 
the discovery which was 80 very simple that one wonders that it was noi 
thought of before.
